Some hams were closer to the finish line 
and had to deal with not just the chaos but the worry that they might still be in danger. It was a relief to hear that there 
were no deaths or injuries among the ham radio operators.

Transceiver For Sale 


The Framingham ARA has an Icom IC-718 for sale. The IC-718 is an all band HF radio, covering 160 through 10 meters. It 
includes a built-in electronic keyer, VOX, and 101 memory channels. This transceiver has been in recent active service on 
several bands, and worked stations on SSB, AM, and CW. The measured output was over 100 watts. 


The IC-718 is still in current production, selling for $750. Included is an optional built-in AT-180 automatic antenna tuner, 
which sells for $400. Also included is a 13.8 VDC 23A switching power supply, worth $50. The buyer of this radio will be 
getting a $1200 station, in great condition, for the low price of only $500.
